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Doctor seeks minimum sentence

PIKEVILLE — A former Paintsville doctor 
who pleaded guilty to a federal drug charge 
“fully realizes the seriousness” of his offense, 
has already received “adequate punishment” 
and should receive a sentence that is “mini- 
mally sufficient” under federal guidelines, his 



attorney said in court papers Friday. 

Richard Albert, who pleaded guilty to one 
count of conspiracy to distribute and dispense 
Schedule II controlled substances, is set to be 
sentenced today (Wednesday) in U.S. District 
Court at Lexington. 

Albert was indicted on federal charges in 
July 2011 and initially pleaded not guilty. The 
indictment alleged that the doctor conspired to 
illegally distribute and dispense controlled 



substances from Jan. 1, 2008, to Feb. 16, 2011, 
when Albert’s office was raided. 

The indictment also included a forfeiture 
allegation that Albert “used and intended to 
use” $539,682.95 to “commit and to facilitate 
the commission of the said controlled sub- 
stance violations.” The money “constitutes 
proceeds obtained directly and indirectly as a 
result of the commission” of the violations, the 
indictment said. 



Albert pleaded guilty in December 2011 as 
part of a plea agreement and later surrendered 
his medical license. 

His attorney, R. Burl McCoy, said in a sen- 
tencing memorandum filed Friday that Albert 
“fully realizes the seriousness of the offense 
for which he has entered a guilty plea.”

Tornado 
touches 
down in 
Lawrence

LOUISA — Although it was 

mild, and nothing like the one in 
March 2012, Sunday’s inclement 
weather managed to spawn another 
tornado in Lawrence County that 
damaged and destroyed homes and 
businesses as well as a church in the 
Lowmansville and Ulysses area. 

The National Weather Service in 
Charleston, W.Va., confirmed Mon- 
day that damage in Lowmansville 
was done by a tornado. 

According to information 
released by the National Weather 
Service, on June 9, at approximately 
5:55 p.m., an EF-0 tornado with 
maximum wind speeds of 75 miles 
per hour, approximately 50 yards 
wide and for a length of one-half 

mile, struck the Lowmansville area. 
“The path length was continuous 

for one-half mile with evidence of 
non-continuous damage for two 
miles,” the statement said. 

There were no injuries or fatali- 
ties during the event. 

An EF-0 tornado has wind 
speeds that can range from 65-85 
miles per hour and as the wind 
speeds increase, so does the EF rat- 
ing. 

Lawrence County Emergency 
Management Director Harold Slone 
said in a press release that he was 
notified of storm damages and pos- 
sible tornado activity in the Low-

2 arrested 
for robbery

LOUISA — A woman killed in a head-on collision 
Tuesday, June 4, in Lawrence County was laid to rest 
Friday in Martin County. 

Della Robinson, 47, of Inez, was pronounced dead 
at the scene of the crash at mile marker 5.5 on U.S. 23 
in Lawrence County. 

Robinson was an employee of the Martin County 
Property Valuation Administer ’s Office for approxi- 
mately 15 years and had recently been battling lung 
cancer. She was the widow of former PVA Tim Robin- 
son, who died in October 2009. 



Lawrence County Sheriff Garrett Roberts said Rob- 
inson was headed north on U.S. 23 on her way to Pike 
County for a treatment when her car collided with a 
tractor-trailer. 

“She crossed into oncoming traffic and came as far 
as the berm on the northbound lane and struck the 
tractor- trailer head-on,” Roberts said. 

Roberts said Robinson’s body was sent to the state 
medical examiner’s office for an autopsy. 

Roberts said the driver of the tractor-trailer was 
Michael John Banks from Ohio, who had been to Pike 
County to a Harley Davidson Shop to make a drop off

Johnson schools win international FPS competition 



BLOOMINGTON, Ind. - John- 
son Central High School and John- 
son County Middle School domi- 
nated competition at the 2012 Inter- 
national Future Problem Solving 
Conference last weekend, with both 
schools winning first-place honors 
in their respective divisions. 

Students from 13 countries and 
more than 40 states were on the 
campus of Indiana University in 
Bloomington to examine a future 
scene about the global status of 
women. 

After months of study on the 
topic, students applied their knowl- 
edge to a scene set in 2045 after the 
United States had ratified the Con- 
vention for Eliminating Discrimina- 
tion Against Women (CEDAW). The 



students had to identify barriers pre- 
venting women from achieving 
equality in society. 

The JCHS future problem solv- 
ing team, coached by Brenda Porter 
and Debbie Lemaster, took first 
place in the senior division. Team 
members were Kathryn Branham, 
Jenna Slone, Michael Hamilton and 
Jake Halsey. 

“These students felt that the 
female voice had continued to be 
suppressed and because of this, the 
underlying problem was decreasing 
the impact of cultural stigmas 
against women so that they achieve 
their desired roles in society,” a

“The question at hand is 
what type of sentence should 
be imposed to promote respect 
for the law and provide pun- 
ishment for the offense,” 
McCoy said in the court fil- 
ing. “As with Dr. Albert, the 
loss of his profession and 
assets have already occurred 
in this case. There is little that 
can be taken from him other 
than the purely punitive mea- 
sures of incarceration.” 

McCoy noted that since 
the time he pleaded guilty, 
Albert has spent approximate- 
ly 18 months in jail in Fayette, 
Pike and Carter counties and 
the Federal Medical Center 
for a psychological evalua- 
tion. 

“Dr. Albert is 66 years old. 
He realizes each day of incar- 
ceration is one less day he has 
to make amends to his family, 
friends, profession and com- 
munity,” McCoy wrote. “He 
would like to move back to 
Eastern Kentucky, live in a 



trailer, work at food banks in 
Ashland and Paintsville, be 
active in civic clubs and lec- 
ture to high schools on the 
evils of addiction. Dr. Albert 
has become a humble and reli- 
gious man, with many regrets, 
but a willingness to move for- 
ward with a desire to serve. 
Further incarceration would 
serve no legitimate purpose.” 

The prosecution of Albert 
“certainly sends a message 
throughout the medical com- 
munity and the public in gen- 
eral,” McCoy said. 

“The consequences to Dr. 
Albert, of his conduct, cer- 
tainly provide more than ade- 
quate deterrence of his type of 
criminal conduct with the 
medical community as stated 
previously,” McCoy said. 
“Not only has Dr. Albert spent 
18 months behind bars to date, 
he has lost his license to prac- 
tice medicine, and has lost 
assets, including assets that he 
had accumulated prior to his 
coming to Kentucky. Certain- 
ly, the consequences to Dr. 
Albert will serve as a deter- 



rent to any other physicians or 
clinic owners who may con- 
template a similar course of 
action.” 

Albert “recognizes as 
much as he wishes for proba- 
tion that will likely not hap- 
pen,” McCoy said, “but no 
matter what sentence he may 
receive, clearly he can no lon- 
ger practice medicine,” which 
means he will “no longer be in 
a position to commit the 
offense he stands convicted of 
as long as he is alive.” 

“There is no evidence to 
suggest that he poses any 
threat to the public and there 
is no evidence of a real need 
to protect the public with a 
long sentence,” McCoy said 
in the court filing. “It is sug- 
gested that further time be by 
sentence of supervised release 
with home confinement and 
an appropriate amount of 
community service. In this 
manner, Dr. Albert could 
serve an appropriate sentence 
but be able to work to support 
his community.”

County to Royalton in Magof- 
fin County opening to hikers, 
cyclists and horseback riders. 
The trail will be managed by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Parks. 

The trail will span 36 
miles and will include a por- 
tion in Breathitt County when 
completed. 

The trail is a former rail- 
road line and is expected to 
not only boost tourism dollars 
but to also showcase the beau- 
ty of Eastern Kentucky, offi- 
cials said. 

The project has support 
from several trail organiza- 
tions and is expected to help 
expand the local tourism 
economy. The trail name 
comes from the Dawkins 
Lumber Company, which 
developed the rail line in the 
early 1900s for timber har- 
vesting and transportation. 

The Kentucky State Parks 



System received a multi- 
county coal severance grant of 
$500,000 to help support the 
trail development. The Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
provided the Department of 
Parks with $2 million in trans- 
portation program funding for 
the first phase, as well as 
approximately $285,000 in 
Transportation Enhancement 
dollars for trailheads. 

State funding for the prop- 
erty was initially provided by 
the 2006 General Assembly. 
The purchase of the property 
from the R.J. Corman Rail- 
road Group was finalized in 
the spring of 201 1 and the first 
phase of work on the project 
was previously announced to 
be the spring of 2013. 

With the use of a power 
point presentation, at a meet- 
ing in 2007, Big Sandy Area 
Development District repre- 
sentatives Denise Thomas, 
Regina Hall, Sandy Runyon 
and Jeff Sizemore presented 



their studies into similar proj- 
ects across Kentucky and 
other places in the nation. 
They said the trail would 
increase the quality of life, 
reduce health problems, boost 
the economy, promote tour- 
ism opportunities, raise or 
keep property values the 
same, and promote family 
activities. 

The $3.1 million plan will 
convert the rail corridor 
known as “Dawkins Line,” 
running through Johnson, 
Magoffin and Breathitt coun- 
ties, into a scenic walking, 
hiking, bicycling and horse- 
back riding trail. The path will 
be the longest in Kentucky 
with three unique tunnels, 
supporters say. Along the 
track, local owners of restau- 
rants and bicycling shops 
would be permitted to build 
and sell their products to draw 
tourists.

mansville/Ulysses area at 
approximately 6 p.m. and 
responded to the scene, con- 
firming the possibility of a 
tornado. 

Slone and with members 
of the National Weather Ser- 
vice in Charleston viewed the 
damage Monday and assessed 
it was indeed caused by a tor- 
nado. 

At the time of the issuance 
of the press release, Slone 
said 13 homes, a church and a 
business had suffered damage 
along with numerous out- 
buildings and garages 
destroyed and downed trees 
and power lines. 

“From the looks of the 



debris, we suspected this may 
have been a tornado and con- 
tacted the NEW who came out 
today to tour some of the 
damage,” Slone said in the 
release Monday. “The Nation- 
al Weather Service in Charles- 
ton confirmed today that the 
damage in Lowmansville, was 
indeed caused by a tornado. 

“Although this was noth- 
ing close to the magnitude of 
the March 2012 tornadoes 
that swept through eastern 
Kentucky, it’s a stern remind- 
er that we are not exempt 
from tornadoes.”

“This is a new tool we 
have put out for the citizens 
and we are anxious to see how 
it works,” Slone said. “This 
would greatly assist Emergen- 
cy Management if everyone 
with any damage at all would 
report it on this website. Even 
if I came to your house and 
surveyed the damage, it’s 
okay to go ahead and submit it 
again.” 

Since Emergency Man- 
agement is still obtaining 
assessments of the damage, a 
dollar amount regarding the 
damages wasn’t available at 
press time.

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Settlement reached 
in crash lawsuit

CATLETTSBURG - A 
settlement has been reached in a 
lawsuit filed on behalf of a Mar- 
tin County couple and their 
daughter who were injured in a 
December 2011 crash. 

The lawsuit filed against 
Veolia ES Industrial Services 
and Justin Gillum of Greenup 
County by John Kirk of Kirk 
Law Firm in Boyd Circuit Court 
in 2012 was settled through 
mediation with Brian C. House 
Mediations in Lexington, but 
details of the settlement were 
not released. 

According to a press release 
issued by Kirk Law Firm, “Kiri 
Fitch was returning to his Inez 
home after a doctor visit on 
Dec. 19, 2011, when the vehicle 
in which he, his wife, Kathleen 
and their daughter, Wanda Kirk, 
were traveling was involved in a 
collision on U.S. 23 near 
Catlettsburg with an 18- wheeler 
owned by Veolia ES Industrial 
Services and operated by Justin 
Gillum of Greenup.” 

Kirk said in the release that 
the crash “caused very serious 
injuries to Kiri Fitch and serious 
injuries to Kathleen and Wanda 
Kirk.” 



The collision resulted from 
the negligence of the truck driv- 
er and caused extensive hospital 
treatment for Kiri Fitch and 
considerable medical treatment 
for Kathleen and Wanda Kirk, 
the release said. 

The lawsuit demanded com- 
pensation for injuries, medical 
treatment, and pain and suffer- 
ing as well as punitive damages. 

“Kiri Fitch, my friend for 
many years, was hurt very bad- 
ly, and underwent hospitaliza- 
tion,” John Kirk said. “Fortu- 
nately, no one was killed, but 
unfortunately, injuries that Kiri, 
Kathleen and Wanda suffered 
will stay with them. Settlement 
was a very good thing. All par- 
ties, the insurance company rep- 
resentation and lawyers con- 
vened for mediation and every- 
thing was worked out and set- 
tled, which is a good thing 
because getting ready and going 
through a long trial would have 
been a hard thing for Kiri and 
the others to do, given their 
injuries.” 

John Kirk said it is normal 
not to announce the terms of a 
settlement and to keep all that 
information private. 

“I can say, however, that 
justice has been done for three 
good people,” John Kirk said.

Grand Jury issued two indict- 
ment June 6. 

Named in the true bills were: 

• Wanda Ledford, 48, 
charged with first-degree arson, 
three counts of second-degree 
cruelty to animals and alcohol 
intoxication. 

According to the indictment, 
on or before April 7, Ledford 
allegedly intentionally started a 
fire that destroyed and or dam- 
aged the occupied dwelling 
house of Kermit Bowen of Inez. 

Ledford also allegedly 
intentionally, in three separate 
incidents, subjected an animal, 
namely a dog to cruel and inju- 
rious treatment and was know- 
ingly and unlawfully manifestly 
under the influence of alcohol 
or other substance while in a 
public setting. 



• Harold Robert Johnson, 
35, of Tomahawk, charged with 
third-degree assault, second- 
degree persistent felony offend- 
er, fourth-degree assault, pos- 
session of marijuana and pos- 
session/use of drug parapherna- 
lia. 

According to the indictment, 
on or before October 12, 2012, 
Johnson allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully physically 
assaulted or attempted to assault 
Martin County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Dan Muncy while he was acting 
within his official capacity; is a 
previously convicted felon; 
knowingly and unlawfully 
physically assaulted Jennifer 
Jude of Inez; was in possession 
of marijuana and was in posses- 
sion of an altered pipe contain- 
ing residue and rolling papers. 

Editor's note: An indictment 
is not an indication of guilt but 
a determination by the grand 
jury that criminal charges war- 
rant further judicial review.

Church Comer 
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Should you 
buy a $25 
computer?

Kim Komando 
hosts the 
nation’s largest 
talk radio show 
about consum- 
er electronics, 
computers and 
the Internet. 




The hottest computer 
on the market isn’t a 
$1,000+ decked-out gam- 
ing machine. It’s actually a 
bare bones circuit board 
the size of a credit card. 
And it costs just $25 ! 

Meet the Raspberry Pi. 
What’s it good for? 

For starters, you hook 
the Pi to an HDTV or digi- 
tal monitor using HDMI. It 
can display high-definition 
videos, browse the Inter- 
net, play games or work on 
spreadsheets. 

Sound great! Is it for 
you, though? Well, it 
depends. 

First, let’s look at a bit 
of history. 

The low-cost Raspberry 
Pi is the brainchild of Eben 
Upton. In 2006, he was 
teaching computer science 
at the University of Cam- 
bridge. He found that com- 
puters were too expensive 
and too hard for ordinary 
users to program. 

So, he set out to make a 
low-cost programming 
computer. His charitable 
foundation is working to 
get Raspberry Pis to kids 
all over the world. He 
hopes this will create a new 
generation of program- 
mers. 

One student pro- 
grammed a Pi to control 
brake and turn-indicator 
lights on her rolling back- 
pack! 

Upton expected to sell 
10,000 units, tops. So far, it 
has sold more than a mil- 
lion units and counting. It 
isn’t just schools who want 
it. Computer programmers 
and hobbyists around the 
world are going crazy for 
it. 

So, how can it improve 
your life? 

At a basic level, you 
can use a Raspberry Pi as a 
media computer. It’s also a 
capable second PC or a 
computer for kids. It runs 
the Linux operating sys- 
tem, which is free and very 
secure. 

There are two models. 
The Model A ($25) has 
256MB of RAM and one 
USB port. Model B ($35) 
has 512MB of RAM and 
adds a second USB con- 
nection and an Ethernet 
port. 

Both flavors have an 
HDMI connection, an 
audio jack and an RCA 
video jack. You can add a 
USB hub to connect a key- 
board, mouse and USB Wi- 
Fi. 

The Pi is powered by a 
32-bit 700 MHz ARM pro- 
cessor that’s roughly 
equivalent to the perfor- 
mance of a Pentium 2 chip. 
Upton says the multimedia 
performance is between a 
Playstation 2 and Playsta- 
tion 3. That’s enough for 
most basic computer uses. 

To make the Pi opera- 
tional, you need to supply a 
5 volt micro USB power 
supply. An Android smart- 
phone charger should do 
the trick. Just be sure to 
read the label. It needs to 
provide 700mA or better at 
5V. Otherwise the Pi will 
behave erratically (or 
won’t work at all). 

The Pi has no internal 
storage; it boots from a 
standard SD card. You can 
buy a card pre-loaded with 
a compatible operating 
system. Or make one your- 
self by downloading a 
drive image from the Rasp- 
berry Pi website. Of 
course, you can also hook 
up an external hard drive. 

You should buy a case 
for the computer. It could 
get fried if it comes in con- 
tact with liquids or conduc- 
tive metals. Or you can 
make your own, if you’re 
so inclined. Some people 
have used LEGO ! 

Cases, power supplies 
and other accessories are 
available from a variety of 
third-party vendors. The

“Our little girls are so 
excited that they made a posi- 
tive impact on their commu- 
nity by doing such a simple 
task,” Girl Scout Troop 40 
co-leader Shawna Howell 
said. “It was phenomenal the 
amount of donations these lit- 
tle girls collected in such a 
short time.” 

In about two months, they 
collected 2,600 newspapers, 
nine bags of dog food, five 
bags of cat food, 21 bags/ 
boxes of dog treats, one box 
of litter liners, 12 cans of wet 
dog food, seven cans of wet 
cat food, five collars, a har- 
ness, five leashes, two bags of 
cat treats, 24 dog toys, stuffed 
animals as toys for dogs, 20 
cat toys, three bags of cat lit- 
ter, a dog dress, one cat auto- 
matic feeder, 21 bowls, seven 
litter pans, five litter shovels, 
30 rawhides, three large bot- 
tles of dog shampoo, two dog 
brushes, two pet taxis, a dog 
bed, a dog house, 20 dog 
bones, $150 worth of gift 
cards, and 84 towels/sheets/ 
blankets to line cages or use in 
dog houses during winter 
months . 

Troop 40 scouts also 
clipped 35 coupons valued at 
$48.25 to reduce costs associ- 
ated with rescue efforts. Fur- 
ther, scouts handmade nearly 
100 dog rope toys and made 
some dog beds. 

All items benefited Whis- 
kers or Wags (W.O.W.), the 
Johnson County Animal Shel- 
ter Project. The non-profit 
organization rescues local ani- 
mals and finds them perma- 
nent and loving homes. Its 
ultimate goal is to establish a 
Johnson County Animal Shel- 
ter. Recently, members have 
been offered property for this 
purpose. 

Each Girl Scout chose a 



specific duty to help local ani- 
mals. Samarra Howell con- 
tacted businesses for dona- 
tions, Brooke Collins made 
homemade dog rope toys and 
dog beds, Chelsey Spradlin 
collected newspapers, Court- 
ney Patrick oversaw school 
collections, Emily Boyd pho- 
tographed and coordinated 
meetings with the press, and 
Hillary Boyd educated the 
troop on proper animal treat- 
ment. In the spirit of Girl 
Scouts, the girls all shared 
some of each other’s responsi- 
bilities. Both Boyd children 
and Howell clipped coupons. 
Further, Hillary Boyd coordi- 
nated a Highland Veterinary 
Clinic tour. While at the tour, 
girls learned the importance 
of spaying and neutering pets 
and keeping their shots up to 
date. They also learned dog- 
biting prevention and how to 
be “dog whisperers.” Hillary 
Boyd also handmade clay fig- 
ures to depict a Girl Scout 
providing shelter, food and 
water for her dog. She also 
drew a poster of how to 
humanely treat animals to dis- 
play at the church she attends. 
In addition, she arranged for 
scouts to enter an essay con- 
test entitled “Walking in the 
Paws of an Abandoned Ani- 
mal” being offered by mem- 
bers of W.O.W. 

While contacting business- 
es, Howell learned of an array 
of grants available to non- 
profit 501 (c) (3) organiza- 
tions. The combined amount 
of funds that have been 
awarded through these grants 
to one organization is up to 
$625,000. Members of 
W.O.W.’s grant committee are 
currently writing for these 
funds. 

Further, members of the 
troop contacted People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA) and obtained 50 
books of “A Dog’s Life,” 
which is a fictionalized story 
based upon facts of some New 
York children who rescued 
and then adopted a neglected 
dog. They also gathered 50 



magazines entitled “Kids 
Guide to Helping Animals.” 
Additionally, other items 
obtained from PETA were 100 
animal-related stickers and 50 
brochures related to spaying 
and neutering pets. The items 
will be used for educational 
purposes at local schools. Girl 
Scouts also provided W.O.W. 
members handouts to give to 
potential adopters with infor- 
mation to consider when 
adopting a pet. 

“We couldn’t be more 
thankful to Troop 40 for their 
efforts,” W.O.W. president 
Mary Daniels said. “We are 
always in need of donations 
both item and monetary and 
especially kennels and foster 
families.
